From St. John de Luz, Auguſt 
the 3oth 1659. 


O inform their Majeſties of (c- | 
veral particulars, which have 
palt 
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paſt in thela{t Conference which may 
ſerve to diſcover to themTtwhat has 
been ſaid on the points which have 
been diſcuſt and conteſted, I muſt 
enter on a particular account of what 
I could yeſterday give you only in 
general. But the curtofity which 
they may have, having I think been 
ſatisfied in what was eſſential, by the 
Letter I wrote to you returning trom 
the ſaid Conference ; I will begin by 
celling you, that being agreed in the 
Articles which reſpe&ted the Marri- 
age, which | propoſed my ſeltto ſign 
when it ſhould be time, in Don Lew- 
is's Apartment, to the ead it might 
appear as it 15 reaſonable, that this 
Ceremony had been performed in 
Spain in ' the ſame manner as the 
Duke of Mayenne did it at Madrzd; 
when he went thither to make the 
demand of the Queen; Don Lewis 
thankt me for the thoughts I had, 
though to ſpeak the truth,' cwas a 
thing about which the Secretary of 
State had already made ſome o_ 
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ſal to Monſteur- de Liomne. There 
may arif--ſome diificulty on the Sign- 
ing of the Witneſſes, which are <- 
ver choſen on both ſides of the great- 
eſt Quality ; but I have conſidered 
to remedy this; we may do as is 
done in the Treaties of Peace, which 
is to ſay, make two Writings, the 
one {igned by the Spaniards, which 
we ſhall keep, the French ſigning the 
other. 

It's certain Don Lewis expects ſome 
Currier from Madrid, to be inſtructed 
in the impoſlibilities there are to con- 
ſummate the Marriage in the time 


prefix'd ; for he rook a great deal of 


care to reckon up to me whatever 
muſt precede the departure of the 
Infanta. - But I perceive the real rea- 
ſon was, that their Liveries, and 0- 
ther neceſſary preparations for ſuch 
an Action, could not be finiſhed fo 
ſoon, telling me, that what was got- 
ten ready in Fiftgen days at Parzs 
could not be fo in Two Months at 


Madrid. That the Treaſurer had wrote 
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; to him he had orders from his Catho- 
* lick Majeſty to ſpare no coſt to haſterr 


pany 
—_— 


things, and had already paid out Two 
Hundred Thouſand Crowns for' the 
Liveries of his Majeſties Houſhold, 
and the Livery of his Guards, which 
conſiſt of Three Companies of an 
Hundred. Gentlemen each, one of 
Spaniards, another of Burgundians , 
and the other of Germans. I have 
learnt ſince that this is the real cauſe 
of this delay, Don Antonio Pimentel 
having freely told me as much, by 
the order of 'Don Lewis, who came 
the other day to vifit me here. He 
told me among other things, that 
ſhould the King of Spain give a Mil- 
lion of Gold more, he could not there- _ 
by haſten the preparations Four Days; 
that rhe great Lords who muſt ne- 
cellarily accompany him, by rcaſon: 
of their Offices, were forced to ſeri! 
to Naples and Milan to. pet their 
Cloaths and Liveries made. 

Don Lewis ſpeaking to me of this 
attendance of Perſons of Quality on 
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both ſides, gave me to underſtand the 
Two Kings would do well to bring 
along with them only ſuch a number 
as would be abſolutely neceſlary, 
whereby they might ſhorten their 
Journey, and leflen the expence of 
their Subjects, who had been at great 
charge already by the War. 

I upheld his Diſcourſe, ſaying, 
That the King had already thank'd 
moſt of the Perſons of the higheſt 
Rank in his Kingdom, who had of- 
fered themſelves to wait on him with 
all the Splendour uſual on the like oc- 
caſtons; ſo that his Majeſty would 
bring ſcarcely any one along with 
him beyond what is neceſlary for his 
attual Service. 

He much approved of this Over- 
ture, and I believe it will not be his 
fault if his Maſter does not do the 
ſame ; and I ſuppoſe I have very well 
palliated the truth of what pafles in 
|. Your Court, which is empty enough 
{ of perſons of Quality for this occa- 
_ ſton; keing the Princes, Dukes, and 
Peers, 
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! Peers, and other Officers of the Crown 


excuſe themſelves from this Journey 
from the reaſons you know, | 
[ told afterwards Don Lewis, that. 
according to the Overture he had 
made, neither the Catholick King, nor 


- the lnfanta would be much concerned, 
; if inthe neceſſity there was of gain- 
' 1ng time 1n this conjunCture, a Per- 


ſon was not ſent of the ſame Quali- 


- ty as the Duke of Mayenre, nor 
with the Splendour he ſhewd in this 
4 occaſion, ſeeing the Perſon on whom 


his Majeſty might caſt his Eye might 
ride Poſt, * that I had diſpatch'd a 
Currier to the King, to propoſe to 
him the Marefchal Je Grammont, who 
beſides his Birth, was Duke and Peer, 
and an Officer of the Crown, ſpake 
Spaniſh, and who in my judgment, 
had all the Qualities requiſite tor this 
Employ. Whereupon he aſſured me, 
he ſhould be very glad if his Majeſty 
would make'this choice. 

He afterwaards ſpake to me of the 


Dowry, and drew a Letter out of his 
R 4 Pocket 
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Pocket which Don Antonio Þ imente/ y 


had writ to him from Lyons, in # 


which he ſignified to him, thar ſpeal- - 


ing to him about the Dowry, I had 
hinted, That part of it might be 
raiſed from the "Conqueſts which the 
King had made fince the rupture of 
the Negotiation of Madrid, Where: 
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upon he enlarg'd himſelf, according + 


to his uſual manner, exaggerating the 
great Advantages which France would 
draw from this Peace, and that the 
leaſt thing the King could do was to 
accept of the Dowry from theſe 
Conqueſts. 

I confeſs, I had charg'd Pimentel 
at Lyons to write in the manner he 
had done, in the belief they would 
never pretend in Spain, the Infanta 
ſhould make a general renunciation 
of what ever might appertain to her 
in certain occaſions; and he had 
been told, we intended not to reſtore 
a Finger's breadth of Land of what- 
ever the Kings Arms had conquer'd 
ſince the year 1656; and I not only 
con- 
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confirm'd to Don Lows the ſame thing 
I had told Pimentel, but I farther in- 
form'd him, that thinking it juſt to 
do for the fake of ſo great a Mint- 
ſter ſomething more than what had 
been done for the Sieur Pimentel; I 
therefore declared to him, that after 
having yielded on the point of the 
Renunciation,- the King would con- 
ſent to give to his Catholick Majeſty: 
not one part of the Dowry,. but the- 
whole, for ſome of the Conqueſts we 
had made fince that time, provided 
they entirely remained in our hands.. 
He replyed to me, he thought we. 
had 'em entirely, ſeeing that inſtead 

of YValentia, Mortaria, Oudenarde, and 
Ipres, which were agreed to be ſur-- 
rendred as well as Dixinude, Menin, 
and Comines, which I well knew to- 
be Poſts not able to hold out Four: 
Days againſt him that ſhould be Ma- 
ſter of the Field ; he yielded us 7hton- 

ville, Danwilliers, Bethune, La Baſſee, 

and- /e Queſnpyy, which were agreed. 


on at Madrid to be reſtord, and- 
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moreover #e/din, which was the 


ſtrongeſt and moſt important place, 


which Spain could yield up to Fraxce, 
beſides the Bailiwicks of Arrozs, Aire, 
and St. Omers, which conſiſt of to 
great a number of Villages, that they 
reach further than twenty Leagues, 
and which render the King Maſter 
of a Province the more conſiderable 
in that it borders on France, adding, 
That I had farther the addreſs todraw 
from Pimentel the Provoſtſhip of 7«- 
fy, and Wardenſhip of Boxrborg, on 
which we had not the leaſt reaſon tor 
a pretenſion. 


But though there be nothing more 


true than what he told me hereupon, 
and that what we draw hence 1s 
worth without queſtion the double 
of what we yield; yet I boldly re- 
plied to him, and without fearing to 
be taken at my word, conſidering the 
knowledpe I have of their intereſts 
and intentions, that he would give 
me occaſion to merit greatly with 
the King; if he would infiſt both

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7 parties ſhould keep in reference to 
2 the Conqueſts to what was determins» 
: ed at Maarid, and the King retain 
What his Arms have acquired ſince 
> that time, * * 
But it concerns em ſo greatly not 
| to leave us a Foot in the State of 
Milan, nor pieces, as Oudenarde and 
Ipres, which are capable of keeping 
always Peoples minds reſtleſs, that [ 
did not doubt but he would anſwer 
me as he did: That we ſhould hold. 
what had been determined, and 
that the queſtion being only a- 
bout Money, he did not believe it. 
was for the King his Maſter's Honour 
to diſpute on that Head ; as he alſo. 
believed, I could what Monſieur de 
Liowne had (aid to Don Pedro Coloma, 
to augment. the Sum of the Dows- 
ry which was given to the Queen, 
which would not work the ſame et- 
fect at preſent as it did then, becaule- 
Money was in that time [carcer than: 
now. ; 
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I replied to him, I ſhould not do 
the King a pleaſure, ſhould I ſtop a 
moment on an affair of this nature | 
for the ſame reaſon he had told me, 
that it was not for the honour of ſo : 
great a King to contend for more or : 
leſs of Money;and I told him in Jaugh- * 
ing, that if he would take the pains - 
to defray the charge which would be 
made 1n this occaſion, I would give 
him a faithful account of it, and we 
would take nothing for the Dowry. 
He might indeed tell me juſtly, that * 
if any Princeſs were married without 
a Dowry, it ſhould be the: Infanta, 
by reaſon of the excellent qualities 
ſhe poſſeſt. That which I am afraid | 
will; give us the greateſt trouble, is, | 
that the valuation of Five Hundred '| 
Thouſand Crowns, which were gi- ; 
ven the Queen, was made in Silver, 
which is to ſay, in Rials: and as in 
that time the Crowns in Gold were 
not worth much more than the half 

of what they are now, we ſhall cometo 
loſe aboveTwelve HundredThouſand 
Livers, 
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Livers, -ſhould they pay us 1n this 
manner:in which perhaps they would 
not be ill grounded, ſeeing the words 
of the Contra converting into Sil- 
ver the Crowns of Gold, ſay the like 
Sum ſhould be given in Rials. How- 
ever I have thought of a way how 
to make our reaſons paſs and extri- 
cate my ſelf out of this affair to the 
King's advantage, remembring [ have 
heard him ſay, when 'twas diſcourſed 
that the Daughter of /a Bazintere had 
500000 Crowns Portion, that he did 
not believe her whom he ſhould mar- 
ry would have more, For if I com- 
paſs the thing, as I hope todo in ma» 
king be valued the Crowns in Gold 
mention d in the contra&t on the cur- 
rent price of our Crowns, the Sum 
will amount very near to three Mil- 
lions of Livers ; which will come ve- 
ry ſeaſonable to ſtop a gap of the ex: 
pence which we cannot be exempted 
from in paying almoſt the like Sum 
tobe given the Arch Dukes for A//ace, 
which is yielded to us by the Treaty 
of Munſter. Having 
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Having ſpent almoſt two hours in 


regulating whatever concern'd the 


Marriage, and ſupputing the preciſe 
time, in which the Infanta might be 
here with the King her Father, Don 
Lewis, to whom his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty has deſign'd this honour, ac- 
_ cording to his own report, very ear- 
neſtly told me (having perhaps con- 
ſidered within himſelf, we might con- 
ceive {ome ſuſpicion on the delaying 
the Infanta's Journey, and the con- 
ſummating the Marriage) that we 
ſhould without any more ado ſign, ex- 
ecute, and proclaim the peace, ſend 
to Rome for the diſpenſation, ſign here 
the Articles of the Marriage, and in 
general, perform all that is neceſlary 
to engage the Prince, ſo that no acci- 
dent may make him change ; aſſu- 
ring me 'that on their ſide, they 
would uſe their utmoſt endeavours to 
gain time, 

We muſt not wonder at the care 
Don Lewts has taken to ſpeak to me 
after this manner, being perſwaded 

the 
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the King moſt paſſionately defires to 
ſee this affair ended, conſidering him 
as a Gallant who impatiently expeas 
the hour he is to ſee his Miſtreſs. 

I believ'd this Conference would 
have paſt without his returning to 
the charge on the point of Monſieur 
the Prince ; but having repeated to 
me the Declaration he had made me 
in the two preceeding, he began by 
profeſſing he was much perplexed in 
this Affair, not only for the reaſons 
he had with great prolixity deduced 
to me heretofore, but likewiſe becauſe 
this Prince had ordered. his Agents 
who are here to ſolicit nothing, but 
to approve entirely whatever Don 
Lewis would do touching his intereſts. 
So that he found himſelf at preſent his 
Plenipotenuary, but at the ſame time 
incapacitated to procure him any ad- 
vantage. = 

He agreed with me, that this 
wes a cunning piece of dexterity for 
the Prince to do thus in a deſperate 


caſe, to try whether this way of pro- 
ceeding, 
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ceeding, might procure him any ad- }_ 


vantage, which he could not hope 
for by any other means. And con- | 
tinuing his diſcourſe, he inſiſted more 
than ever he had done, That I would 
like Monſieur the Prince ſhould come 
here, and that ſeeing our ſelves toge- 
ther we might be good Friends, which 
is what he moſt paſſionately deſired ; 
that he Don Lewis greatly wiſht the 
ſame, as likewiſe to ſee this Prince 
the moſt faithful and zealous Servant 
the King can have: That he believd 
as this was for the advantage of Mon- 
ſieur the Prince, fo it was no leſs con- 
ducing to his Majeſties Service and 
my credit He afterwards much in- 
ſiſted on the ſrncerity, with which 
this Prince would faithfully and pun- 
Qually execute, whatever he had pro- 
miſed in relation to the King, and my 
Perſon in particular, and on the juſt 
apprehenſion of being undone it he 
dealt otherwiſe ; ſeeing he would not 
have only the King's power to 


fear, but moreover the reſentment 
| of 


ol his Catholick Majeſty, the Infanta 
and-of him Don Lewis, who would 
become his greateſt Enemies, ſhould 
he fail in the leaſt partici\uar he had 
promiſed. 

To which I replied, That being aſ- 
ſured of his good intentions, and the 
freedom with which he ſpake to me; 
I had all the grateſul ſenſe which I 
ought ; but that it was fit his Excel - 
lency ſhould know ſomething might 
ſo happen in France, That not only 
the Prince of Conde would have a mind 
to ſtir, but that he would do it with- 
out wattering the complaints, which. 
the King of Spain and his Excellency 
might make againſt him, provided 
he therein found his advantage ;ſeeing 
it had been ſeen by experience,as this 
Prince knew perhaps bctter than ano- 
ther, that the Cabals, Commot1ons, 
and Revolutions of France hed never 
deeper roots, nor produced greater 
eflets to the prejudice of its Kings, 
than when it did not appear they had 


| any relation to Spain ; becaule the 
French 
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French, generally ſpeaking, were ve- 
xy prone to engage themlelves in th: 
Commotions exited by the great ones 
of the Kingdom for particular inte- 
reſts ; but regard with horror what- 
ever tends to the making them enter 
into a Confederacy with Strangers, 
and eſpecially Spaniards; from whence 
his Excellency might eaſily perceive 
whether there is reaſon to believe, 
that Monſieur the Prince could be 
withheld by the fear of his Catho- 
lick Majeſty and his Excellency, in 
caſe he had a mind to do miſchief, 
and an opportunity offered. 

He atterwards urged me to tell 
bim whether *cwas not poſſible for 
ſome ſecurity to be granted to the 
Prince, as he knew had been given 
In France in ſeveral occaſions to Pcr- 
ſons of leſs quality than he. I an- 
ſwered there was no Example of this 
uſage to any body, except the Pro- 
teſtants, to whom the good of the 
State and other conſfiderations requi- 


red the giving ſome places which 
have 
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" |Fhave ſince been drawn out of their 
- {#hands; that his ſecurity had been 
2 provided for by what had been inſerts 
(Zed in his favour in the Treaty ſign: 
Jeg at Paris, and that it was his own 
| * fault he had not a greater, ſeeing that 

; returning with a Reſoiution to live 
| well, and to ſerve faithfully the King, 

- not only he had nothing to appre- 

' hend, but mightexpect tavours from 

: his bounty and generoſity ; of which 

! he had leſs reafon to doubt than any 
4 body, having had more experience of 
# this than any Subje& beſides. 
Z} Don Lewis preſt me afreth, to ob- 
# tain of the King that Monſieur the' 
| Prince might come hither, ſaying for 
this he would owe me the greateſt 
reſpe&, and hereby all would be ends 
: ed to the Prince's ſatisfaCtion. 
3 T anſwered it depended on him to 
4 give it himſelf in fifteen days time, 
{ and I ſhould have the honour of pre- 
| ſenting him my ſelf to the King and 
|! Queen; and that he had nothingelfe 


to do but to accept of the favours 
| which 
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which the King and Queen offered 
him by theTreaty:and this anſwer was 
the cauſe he ſpake to me no more a- 
bout it ; but it was who purſued the 
matter, making him dextrouſly value 
the Overture I had made him to uſc 
my endeavours with the King to givc 
ſome recompence in France toMonlicur 
thePrince,if he gave himſelf his help- 
ing hand thereto,in caſting himſelf at 
the King's Feet, and remitting to his 
Majeſty the places which the Catho- 


lick King ſhould give him; which I @_ 


did with the addreſs I have already 
mention d to you, informing him that 
my propoſing this Expedient had 


no other motive but the drawing his 


Excellency out of the perplexity he 


ſeemed to be in; though T well knew 


I ſhould have a great deal of trouble 
to make the King reliſh it, becauſe 
Monſieur the Prince would owe all 
the obligation of the favours I might 
procure him from the King to his Ca- 


tholick Maj.ſty, his moſt Chriſtian 


Majeſty chuſing rather generouſly to 
| | belto w 
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beſtow ſome on him in another time, 
when he ſhall deſerve them, than t5 
grant him 'em at preſent, as a Re- 
compence for what he ſhould yield 
to his Majeſty. 

[ farther added, That if he liked 
to ſnd me Cailket, I would make 
him value the firmneſs with which 
his Excellency ated in favour of 
Monſieur the Prince ; and that I 
might moreover engage him to make 
me Propoſitions more poſitive than 
' thoſe he had made me going and 
coming from his Maſter, on the re- 
mitting to the King the Places whica 
his Catholick Majeſty ſhould give 
him, 

But he told me, he would.have no 
body meddle in this Aﬀair but him- 
ſelt ; and he ſeemed to me more 
tortured at my having reduced him 
to the point of making me necetha- 
 rily know that he had no intention 
of giving ſuch like Recompence to 
the Prince, or that he had done it 
tor anull end ; that is to fay, to wn 

cr 
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der him always dependent on the 
King of Spaiz, and to put him into 


a condition to make one day uſe of 


ſuch an Eſtabliſhment, to the great 
damage and diſſervice of this Crown. 

And I prelsd him in this occaſion 
more than I had done in any before; 


telling him, That if the Prince and 
his Agents could diſcover the Over- 


ture | had made him, they would 


not let him reſt a day till they had 
prevail d with him to take me at my 
word, for otherwiſe they would not 


have ſtuck to have taken it for grants 


ed, that his Excellency never had the 
thought really to oblige Monſieur 
the Prince, ſecing if he had in truth 
for him the kindneſs he pretended, 
he ſhould be glad of this opportu- 
nity of manding his Fortune. 

It's certain, had I let Laine? or 
Caillet know what paſs'd on this oc- 
caſion, twould have hapned either 


that Don Lewis muſt have conde- 


fcended to their importunities, which 
would have turn'd to the — 


—— 
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of the King, or that they would 
have come to Daggers drawn, after 
which the Prince muſt have ſeparat- 
ed himſelf ill fatisfied with the Spa- 

t mards, As Don Lewis had reſerved 
| himſelf to make me ſome Propoſt- 
tion, as well on what regarded Mon- 
ſieur the Prince, as on the exchange 
of Bergue and la Baſſee, Pimentel 
came, and after having entertain'd 
me twice long enough on theſe two 
points, having among other things 
laid down, that the Wardenſhip of - 
Bergue had nothing in common with 
Bergue, and that thus this place muſt 
be reckoned for nothing, ſeeing 'twas 
agreed on it ſhould be razed at the 
inſtant it ſhould be remitted. I plain- 
ly perceived this tended to the offer- 
ing me nothing in exchange ; there- 
| fore I ſpake to him ſo deciſively on 
this point, and what regarded Mon- 
ſieur the Prince, that having ſaid he 
would inform Don Lewis of it, to 
the end he might diſcourſe with me 


about it in this days Conference, he

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returnd without daring to make m:

judging well, that I might be neitled 
with it, and make ſome anſwer which 
might vex Don Lewis, 
| forgot hitherto to impart to 
their Majeſties, rhat the Miniſter of | 
England who refides in Spain, and | 
is at preſent with Don Lewis, be- F 
ing come into my Lodging to make F 
me a viſit, without ſending me be- * 
fore hand the leaſt word of it, uſed 
ſo familiarly with me, that he came 
- up to my Chamber without any o- | 
ther Ceremony, as if we had been | 
the beit friends in the World, or | 
that the King his Maſter had been at 
Paris in the King's Interelts, as he 
is at Bruſſels in thoſe of the King of | 
Spain. | ſent word to him by Beſ- \ 
meaux, that I could not receive him, | 
having had in theſe beginnings occa- } 
ſion to apprehend that fo extraordi- | 
nary a proceeding: muſt have been |} 
concerted with Don Lewis, to 
give to Mr. Locker ſome jealouſic, 


which 
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which might cauſe a- change in our 
Afﬀairs with the Common-Wealth of 
Exg/and. However, I cauſed this Re- 
fident to be told in his Ear, that I 
thought I could better ſerve his Mas 
ſer in behaving my ſelf as I did, than 
if I dealt otherwile. 

The Embaſlador Locker having de» 
fired me'to know of Don Lewis whe- 
ther he might ſee him purſuant to 
the Orders he.had of his Superiours, 
to inform him their intention was to 
live in peace with all, and that he 
was furniſhd with power to con» 
clude it with his Excellency, in cafe 
his Excellency had likewiſe power 
from the King of Spar. 

I told all this to Don Lewzs, who 
anſwerd me, he might go to Audaye, 
and that ſending his Gentleman to 
demand Audience the next day, he 
would give 'it him at the hour he 
appointed ; and upon my telling him 
he ſhould take care no diſorder hap-_ 
ned, by reafon there were Scotch and

on his Word. | 

I ſhall end this Diſpatch by the 
recital of an Adventure which hap- 
ned during the laſt Conference to the 
Abbot Sir: in Don Lewis's Apart- 
ment, in the preſence of moſt of the 
Spaniſh and French Lords. 

This Abbot diſcourſing. with one 
Don Chriſtoval,, Secretary : of, Lan- 
guages to Don , Lewis, who talks 
with great freedom, - and. is wholly 
devoted to the Prince's Intereſts, and 
as ſuch a great Friend of Lazner's : 
Don Chri/toval violently fell: upon 
Pimentel, - calling him an pnoramus, 
for having made the Treaty of Paris, 
and blaming highly Don Lewis, for 
having employed in an Aﬀair of this 
importance a Man that did not un- 
derſtand the World ; and moreover 
for having ratified this Treaty, and 
undertaken ſo long a Journey to Sign 
the moſt diſadvantagious Peace as
